Under Section 2 of Executive Order 11593, Federal agencies are to 
"locate, inventory, and nominate all sites, buildings, districts and 
objects under their jurisdiction or control that appear to qualify 
for listing in the National Register of Historic Places" by July 1, 1973. 
Some of these sites are located in the National Capital Region where the 
Commission, as the central planning agency for the Federal Government in 
the Region, and the Joint Committee on Landmarks --as the advisor to the 
Commission on landmarks on Federal land within the Region--are also in- 
terested in the preservation of areas, buildings, or places that are of 
either architectural or historic interest. 

The Commission's interests are related to its comprehensive planning 
responsibilities under Section 4 of the National Capital Planning Act 
of 1952, as amended, to consider and make recommendations on, among other 
things, "The preservation and conservation of natural scenery and 
resources, and features of historic and scientific interest and edu- 
cational value . . . ." In view of these interests, it would be appreciated 
if a copy of the inventory forms and nomination forms for all of your 
agency's installations in the National Capital Region could be forwarded 
to the Commission. If you have any additional background data and informa- 
tion, including photographs and maps, please include them with the inventory 
and nomination forms. 

It is the desire of the Commission and the Joint Committee on Landmarks 
to review these forms in order to properly identify all of the existing 
landmarks and compile a comprehensive list of all designated landmarks 
on Federal land within the National Capital Region in conjunction with 
the affected Federal agencies and the affected state historic preservation 
officer. 

The Commission also desires to have designated landmarks identified in 
an appropriate way in the future on the official Master Plans for each 
of the affected major Federal facilities or installations within the 
National Capital Region. It is therefore requested that future submissions
